The airman escaped with a bruised shoulder 
and ankle. -He is now resting at Kirkclaugh. 

Mr. Harvey flew from London on Saturday 
in his own twin-engined machine, which has 
folding wings for easy garaging. He left his 
‘plane at the Duchess of Bedford’s aerodrome 
at Creetown, nearby. Yesterday morning he 
motored to the aerdédrome to return to 
London alone. He had a good take-off, and 
flew over Kirkclaugh House m farewell to 
his friends there. To the horror of the 
onlookers, when the machine was about a 
mile over the bay it started to come down, 
and hit the water, but, to the relief of all, 
Mr. Harvey was observed to get out of the 
cockpit. Part of the ‘plane is visible above 
the water in the bay.

GENERAL CHIANG TO 
SEE WAR LORDS

CANTON, Tuesday. 


General Chiang Kai-shek, the strong 
man of the Nanking Government, set foot 
in Canton to-day for the first time since 
he left in 1926, as leader of the trium- 
phant Nationalist expedition. He arrived 
here by ‘plane from Esker. the Yangtse 
river summer resort, and intends to make 
a final attempt to liquidate by negotiation 
the situation in Kwangsi, where rebel 
generals have set up a separatist move- 
ment. 

If negotiations fail, General Chiang 1s 
expected to direct personally a punitive 
campaign against Generals Li Tsung-jen 
and Pai Chung-hsi, the rebellious Kwangsi 
war lords. 

These generals have been dismissed 
from their posts as commander-in-chief 
and ,vice-commander of the Kwangs: 
army, and have refused to accept other 
appointments offered them—General Li as 
a member of the National Defence 
Council and General Pai as Governor of 
Chekiang. 

An ultimatum sent by General Chiang 
Kai-shek to the rebel generals, demanding 
ong submission, expired last Wednes- 

ay. 

A week ago 300,000 troops loyal to 
the Central Government were reported to 
be encircling Kwangsi, awaiting the signa) 
to advance and completely subdue it. 
There have already been clashes between 
Kwangsi and Kwangtung forces, which 
are now loyal to the Central Government.

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POLITICIANS UNDER 
GUARD

SOFIA, Tuesday. 

All is comparatively quiet in Greece 
behind the curtain of a strict censorship, 
according to reliable reports reaching 
here; but it is not certain that the 
temporary dictatorship of General 
Metaxas will be a success. 

Five hundred arrests have ‘been made 
in váiious parts of the country, and many 
Communists are reported to have been 
deported, but there have been no dis- 
orders, apart from minor clashes at 
Kavala and Seres, in Eastern Greece. 

Politicians are said to. be under police 
surveillance. Most of the prominent 
political leaders are understood to be 
strongly opposed to the declaration of 
martial law. 

Only censored messages are permitted 
to be sent out of the country. 

Martial law was proclaimed in Greece 
a week ago, following a declaration of a 
general strike throughout the country. 
Parliament was dissolved at the same 
time. 

General Metaxas assumed the réle of 
dictator with the object of promoting 
Hellenic renaissance, announcing that 
any resistance to the Government would 
be immediately repressed,

Sir Ronald Wilberforce Allen, former 
Liberal M.P. for South Leicester, died on 
Monday at Balcomie Beach, Fifeshire, shortly 
after a swim. Sir Ronald, who was forty-six, 
was on a holiday. 

He became ill not long after he had left 
the water. His chauffeur, Harry Dawson, 
ran to his assistance, and two doctors—a 
visitor and a local practitioner—were soon in 
attendance. Sir Ronald died about an hour 
later. 

The son of a Wesleyan minister, Sir Ronald 
became one of the. foremost. figures-in the 
Methodist ‘laity. Adopting;a legal. career, he 
became senior partner in the London firm of 
Wilberforce, Allen and Bryant. He interested 
himself in political and economic fields, and 
in 1923 became Liberal M.P. for South 
Leicester. 

Sir Ronald had previously unsuccessfull 
contested South Leicester and North Oxford- 
shire. In the 1924 election he was unseated. 

Sir Ronald was an unsuccessful candidate 
at last year’s general election, standing as a 
Liberal in the Penryn and Falmouth Division. 

Besides being in demand as a lecturer on 
literary and economic subjects, Sir Ronald was 
a capable lay preacher, and was the author 
of ‘“‘Methodism and Modern World Problems.”’ 
His Church offices included that of treasurer 
of the Temperance Council of Christian 
Colleges. | 

He was knighted in 1932 for political and 
public services. 

Sir Ronald lived at Hampstead, London, 
and for three years (from 1920) was a member 
of St. Albans City Council. He served in 
the war as a sub-lieutenant in the R.N.V.R.

‘Richard Wagner, is Conrad Sack 
a Bayreuth tailor. His reminiscences are all 
the more interesting as he holds two records 
in Bayreuth. First, he sang under Wagner’s 
personal direction fifty-four years. ago; and, 
second, he is the only person living who sang 
a first presentation. of “ Parsifal’’ in 


Sack’s career as a Wagner singer began 
very early, as he was abs sc fifteen years‘ of 
age when he made his first appearance on 
the stage, as one of the pages im the service 
of the Holy Grail in the opera “ Parsifal.’’ 
As is known, Wagner's score of “ Parsifal’’ 
called for a chorus of boys’ voices in the 
solemnly religious passages which. occur in 
the first and third acts: The nearer the 
opera approached completion, however, the 
graver were Wagner's doubts as to whether 
untrained children’s voices would be able te 
sing these pussages. When in the summer of 
1885 the opera was ready to be presented 
Wagner's anxiety on this point was very 
great. 

In the meantime, however, his wife had 
been secretly Planning for. the boy chorus. 
As she said: “These chorales must be sung 
by boy voices ' She, therefore, sought out 
the teachers in the local folk school, and 
after conferring with them bce a with 
the young musical , director, Engelbert 
Humperdink, to pick out the best boy 
voices and to start training them. 


WAGNER’S BIRTHDAY 


On the 22nd of May, which was Wagner's 
birthday, the boys were quietly smuggle‘ 
into the “ Haus Wahnfried” and secretl) 
hidden in the gallery surrounding the main 
hallway. As Wagner entered the hall the 
boys’ chorus of voices rang out clear and 
true with the famous lines: 

“ Der Gleube lebt, 
Die Taube schwebdt, 
Des Heilands holder Bote.” 

Wagner was greatly. astonislred and deeply 
moved. When the chorus was ended he 
rushed up the stairs, crying: “ Ah, ‘my 
children, my dear children! What you have 
just sung is the most beautiful music in the 
whole ‘Parsifal’ opera.” 

To this story of the boy chorus in “‘ Par- 
sifal”’ Conrad Sack adds some other anec- 
dotes. ‘‘I remember very well how we 
youngsters were chcsen on Shrove Tuesday, 
1882, and how we then had to practise. 
Beside the singing we had to learn how to 
walk properly on.the stage. This was taught 
us by Ballet Master Fricke of the Festival 
Theater. After. we had begun to rehearse in 
the theatre Wagner’s personal attendant, 
Herr Schnappauf, came to us and “said: 
‘Boys, to-day you are to report to Herr 
Wagner.’ When we were in his private study 
the master asked us in turn if we were 
musical, and we had to tell him what in- 
strument we played. From that time on he 
rehearsed, us himself, and his directions were 
so clear that we lads never bad any diffi 
culty in understanding what we were to do. ' 


PALER THAN CORPSES 


““In the vears following Wagner’s death,” 
continued Herr Sack, ‘‘ 1 was promoted to 
the part of a Knight of the Grail. Frau 
Cosima Wagner now had full charge. In 
those days our ‘make-ups’ were very strange. 
We knights were made up with a ghastly 

allor, so that even King Ladeis H., when 

m attended a performance oí ‘ Parsifal,’ re- 
marked on it, and next day the criticism 
read: ‘The Knights of the Grail were paler 
than the corpse.’ This resulted in changing 
the style of our hernegs 2 entirely.” 

Except for the period of his military ser- 
vice, Sack has taken part in every Bayreuth 
Festival, and there is not a Wagner opera 
in which he has not had some sort of a 
minor réle. In “Die Meistersinger’’ he 
was either one of chorus of drapers, or among 
the town pipers In “Siegfried” he was 
ene of the smiths hammering on the anvil, 
while in “‘ Lohengrin” he was usually among 
the soldiers, He will celebrate his 70th 
jubilee this summer ‘by taking part in 
“* Lohengrin’’ once more. When Wagner was 
still living, Sack was apprenticed to a Bay- 
reuth tailor named Heinz, who made 
Wagner’s clothes. 

“Everything had to be of silk or velvet,” 
says Sack. ‘‘ Once I had to bring a valuable 
suit of clothes to his house, and when I 
entered the garden, Wagner’s favourite St. 
Bernard dog, with her puppies, sprang at me. 
When I held my costly package aloft, I must 
have angered the animal, for she sprang at 
my throat and threw me to the ground, and 
then proceeded to tear fhe clothes I had 
brought to pieces. I was afraid to go to the 
house and afraid to return to my master’s 
shop. While standing there in the garden in 
tears, Wagner himself came running out and 
comforted me. He sent a message to my 
master saying I was not to blame, and. to 
me he said: ‘Nothing can happen to a child 
anywhere near me.’ 

“While I was still an apprentice, my 
master, Heinz, had an order to make some 
of the most expensive garments I have ever 
seen, all gifts of Wagner to his wife. Among 
them was a cloak lined with the softest 
muskrat fur. ‘This cloak must be finished 
immediately, as my wife needs it at night 
when she sits up with me while | am compos- 
ing.’ Years later, when I took part in the 
Festivals, I often thought of Frau Cosima 
in her fur cloak sitting night for night at 
her husband’s side, watching his work, and 
giving him advice and comfort.”’

OUTSTANDING DEAD 
NOTES 


The report of the Free State Currency Com- 
mission ior the year ended 3lst March last 
shows that during the year the volume of 
legal tender note issue reached the maximum 
figure ever attained—-namely, £8,854,750 10s. 
That was on the 25rd December, 1935. The 
minimum during the year was on the 27th 
July—namely, 37,445, 19. The amount of 
legal tender notes redeemed during the year 
at the London agency was £157,417 10s. 

The amount of outstanding bank notes 
issued by the five formier banks of issue on 
the eve of 6th May, 1929, and not withdrawn 
on Slst March, 1956, was £1,352,418. It is 
estimated that a substantial part of this figure 
tepresents ' dead notes ” The negotiations 
regarding “dead notes” have not, so far as 
the Commission is aware, reached a con- 
clusion. 

The surplus income of the Commission for 
the year 1935-36 amounted to £195,213 1s. 
lid., of which £23,886 16s, 1d. was paid to 
the Exchequer on account during the year. 
The decrease in surplus income as compared 
with 1954-36, when it amounted to £206,523 
l6s. 9d., is attributable to diminished earn- 
ings of the Legal Tender Note Fund by 
reason of the substantial reduction of the 
proportion of investments of maturity exceed- 
ing twelve months held in that Fund during 
the year under review. These diminished 
earnings were offset to a minor extent by 
income arising from an increase in the assets 
of the Legal Tender Note Fund, reflecting 
higher note circuletion, and by increases of 
income arising from assets, of the Note Re- 
serve Fund and the General Fund,

THE WORLD BECOMES 
“TIME CONSCIOUS”

We are becoming a more punctual nation, 
clockmakers say. The effect of “ Big Ben’ 
and the Greenwich time signal is to make the 
world more “time conscious.’” People are 
demanding a far greater degree of accuracy 
in watches and clocks than ever before. Even 
the smallest wrist watches have to keep time 
to within a few seconds; fot a watch. that is 
in the slightest degree inaccurate soon gets 
shown up when it can be checked against the 
stars from hour to hour and from day to day. 

Now that “Tim” (the London telephone 
time signal) has started operation, there is 
even less excuse for unpunctuality; time is 
not only “on the air,” it is on the tele 
phone, too. 

A reflection of our growing “time sense “” 
is the constant increase in the number of 
elocks and watches sold. Yet watchmakers 
say there has been hardly any increase in 
the number of watch ‘' casualties,” although 
when the wrist-watch first became popular it 
was thought that it would never stand up 
to sports use. 

The answer lies in the way watchmakers 
have adapted the delicate mechanism to 
stand up to the exigencies of modern wear 
and tear. Watches nowadays are shockproof, 
“nnbreakable,” waterproof, and usually 
fitted with untarnishable straps, so that the 
sportsman need never worry about his 
watch, even when swimming. 

Another big advantage off the waterproof 
watch is when washing the hands. It need 
not be removed from the wrist, which mini- 
mises the risk of losing the watch through 
forgetting to put it on again. 

The most popular clocks are. those big 
standing clocks which adorn mantelpieces.

HE condition of the gas industry in Ire- 
ta jand was reviewed at the annual con- 
ference of the Irish Association of Gas 
Managers, held in Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, yes- 
terday, when a year hi general improvement, 
despite the severe handicaps oí coal duty 
and other “'intolerable levies brought about 
by a stupid, so-called economic war, was re- 
ported. 

There was a larre attendance of gas 
managers from all over the country, includ- 
ing a contingent from Northern Ireland. Mr. 
P. J. MacEvoy, of Midleton, County Cork, 
President of the Association, was in the chair, 
and addresses on the industry and its de- 
velopments were given by Mrs. Eileen 
Murphy, of the British Commercial Gas As- 
sociation, London, and by Mr. P. J. Sheehan, 
of the Cork Gas Works. 

Before the proceedings commenced the 
members were welcomed by the Lord Mayor, 
who spoke of the developments of the gas 
industry in this country, and congratulated 
the Association on the fact that their mem- 
bership was not confined to one part of Ire- 
land, bat embraced the whole country. 

Mr. J. A. Rooney, of Drogheda (past “é 
sident), proposed a vote of thanks to Mr 
MacEvoy for his useful work during the year, 
and on behalf of the members presented him 
with the gold insigmia of the Association and 
a president's medal. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


The President, in the course of his ad- 
dress, said that the last year had been one of 
splendid progress for the gas industry in 
Ireland, in spite of severe handicaps of coal 
duty and other intolerable levies brought 
about by a stupid, so-called economic war. 
The amount of gas sold exceeded the pre: 
vious year’s sales by no less than 500 million 
cubic feet, and the number of consumers by 
15.000. The fundamental problem in the 
country at the moment was the finding. of 
employment for its nationals, and the future 
and happiness of the people depended on the 
solving of this great issue. The gas industry 
was one of the greatest assets in this respect. 
The total capital of the gas industry is 
£5,600,000, and the relations existing between 
employers and employés were second to none. 
Four thousand five hundred workers were 
employed in the industry and the wages bill 
totalled £600,000 yearly, while local and 
general taxation amounted to £140,000. The 
figures for the Free State were as follows :— 
Capital, £3,000,000; employés, 2,400; salaries 
and wages, £340,000; taxation. £95,000. 

‘* These figures, ' said Mr. McEvoy, “show 
the value of the gas industry from a national 
and economic aspect, and, surely, it is entitled 
to the same sympathetic support as its chief 
competitor, which is backed by Govern- 
ments. North and South, and which in most 
cases is free from taxation. 

‘* We do not ask tor doles or subsidies, bat 
simply to be allowed to carry out our work 
free from Governmental interference and 
exasperating difficulties. Our Association is 
symbolic of what can be done by united 
efforts and good-will in bridging troubles and 
settling problems that may arise. Let us 
hope that all those worries may be adjusted 
soon and a commonsense view taken of things 
that really matter in the economy and happi- 
ness of our country.” 


THE NEW BURDEN 

Dealing with the “ Conditions of Employ- 
ment Act.” the President said that it was 
going to place a very serious financial burden on 
the gas industry in the Free State, and in some 
cases it will mean the turning of a modest 
profit into a loss. It seemed that the sponsors 
of the measure have Te what might be 
called a puckish delight by incorporating 
clauses which are vexatious, unnecessary, and 
nearly impossible to comply with. Sunday 
work regulations were framed in such a way 
that the whole system of this essential duty 
must be changed. Heretofore the industry 
had collaborated with the workers and trade 
unions to their mutual satisfaction. All re- 
cognised that a policy of give-and-take was 
necessary in dealing with this phase of gas- 
works practice—so important to its con- 
tinuous progress and economic working. 

‘The economic law is inexorable, as proved 
in the history of our times,” continued Mr. 
McEvoy. Gilbertian Governmental measures 
framed on political expediency by ple who 
have little experience of things that matter 
most in carrying on sound business under- 
takings, will stifle industrial activity and 
place a brake on enterprise. This great Irish 
industry is deserving of a little more sympa- 
thetic consideration by the farmers of this 
bill, and an amendment of this particular 
penal clause is being asked íor. ' 


PEAT AND BROWN COAL 


Dealing with development, technical and 
otherwise, the President said that perhaps at 
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no distant date raw material will come from 
home sources—peat and turf—which, if 
utilised in gas manufacture, could well 
revolutionise the industrial outlook of the 
country. The Germans had been successful in 
the use of peat and brown coal for gas 
manufacture. In Great Britain coal has been 
used in the production of benzole and other 
motor fuels for some years past. The Dublin 
Gas Company had been very successful in 
the Irish market with a native motor fuel 
derived from coal. This by-product had been 
very valuable to this great Dublin works. 
in the future imporied coal may be infinitely 
dearer owing to its increasing value in the 
hydrogenation plants established in these 
countries for the extraction of motor fuels. 
Coal was the greatest factor in forming 
industrial Britain, and later developments 
taiieiac that its by-products will keep her 
there. 


THE SOCIAL OUTLOOK 


Referring to the development for the future 
welfare of Ireland, Mr. McEvoy said that the 
housing schemes that had been carried out 
by local authorities and private enterprise had 
changed the social outlook of its people. A 
Government can do no better work, and it 
was a source of pride and gratification to any 
Irishman to see the wonderful change which 
had taken place in the last decade. 

Incidentally it was a great asset to gas 
undertakings to increase their output by 
installing gas for every purpose in those new 
houses. 


ANNUAL REPORT 


The report of the Committee, which was 
submitted by Mr. L. M. Dalby, of Kilkenny, 
referred with regret to the deaths of two of 
the oldest members, Mr. T. J. Reid, who 
joined in 1895, and Mr. H. Kirkham, who 
joined in 1897, and also to the retirement 
of Mr. George Airth, who, after twenty- 
seven years’ service as Secretary of the 
Association, is about to retire. 

Free State gas works had been relieved 
of taxation on imported coal to the extent 
of 5s. per ton, stated the report, but the 
“Unemployment Act, 1936 ' had been im- 
posed on them instead, This Act, it con- 
tinued, would be very serious for some of the 
smaller companies, with its twelve days extra 
holidays on full pay. The Secretary had 
taken up the matter of shift works with the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce, but so 
far there had been no developments, 


MODERN DEVELOPMENTS 


Mr. P. J. Sheehan, B.E., manager of the 
Cork Gas Campany, read a paper on modern 
developments in gas-works practice, with 
particular reference to the utility of remforced 
concrete construction 

He said that in recent years attention has 
been directed rather to sales organisation 
and consumer service than to further develop- 
ments on the works. Jt wonld be unfortunate 
if. these things were considered other than 
as a corollary of efficient works and distri- 
bution methods. 

Alter referring to recent developments in 
gas-works pliant and practice, he said that 
there is a growing use of reinforced concrete 
as a material of construction because it is 
resistant to the corrosive conditions in gas- 
works, and suited to a wide range of 
structures, The speaker. gave several 
examples and details of this form of con- 
struction in gas-works 

Mr. Sheehan also dealt with the considera 
tion of the more important recent develop- 
ments in the preparation, handling and 
grading of coke, and the extensive use of 
reinforced concrete in the constructional 
details involved.

Mrs. Eileen Murphy, in a paper on “The | 


Irish Gas Industry—To-day and To-morrow, 
said that there are gas works im nearly fifty 
towns in the Free State, and the industry 
has a turnover of nearly £1,000,000 per 
annum. It pays out £327,000 wages to 2, boo 
Irish workers each year. 

Speaking of the fact that Ireland is rapidly 
becoming an industrial country. Mrs. Murphy 
said that the confectionery trade uses gas to 
the value of £15,000 ver annum, the engineer. 
ing and motor trades account for £6,000 
worth of gus every year, and the printing 
industry in its main branches uses annually 
nearly £10,000 worth. She also referred to 
the necessity of all new houses having gas 
laid on, and said that she saw a house on 
the outskirts of Dublin with gas water heat 
ing, four gas fires, one coke fire lighted by 
gas, a modern gas cooker and gas lighting 
even the garage had a gas radiator—and 
the total cost of the gas installation was 
£40 


‘‘Bome people seem to think that gas and 
electricity cannot flourish at the same tinic 
in the same country. The fact is that the 
very countries which have an abundant 
supply of cheap electric power are places 
where the gas industry prospers most. Take, 
for instance, the case of Switzerland, a 
country with plenty of cheap electricity, but 
no coal mines. Yet, since the last war, the 
Swiss gas industry has doubled its output. 
ot Given fair conditions of trading, the 
Irish gas industry has every prospect of rapid 
expansion.” 

Only 53 women are employed in the gas 
industry in the Free State, and Mrs. Murphy 
suggests that the policy of some of the cross- 
Channel compamies, w 
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vassers and demonstrators, might well be 
followed by some of the Irish companies. 

‘Referring to advertising, Mrs, Murphy 
said that since the idea of national gas adver- 
tising began in 1911 the sales of gas have 
increased by nearly 70 per cent. 

The speaker also commented that Ireland 
has a historical interest in the gas industry, 
since Dr. Clayton, the first man to make gas 
in these islands, became Dean of Kildare. 
He used to keep the gas in pigs’ bladders 
and light it to amuse his friends That was 
back in the eighteenth century. 


THE ANNUAL DINNER 
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Mr. MéEsoy, the president of the organi- 
sation, presided at the annual dinner, which 
was held subsequently in Jury's Hotel, and 
at which there was a large attendance of 
menbers and their friends, The Lord Mayor 
of Dublin was also a guest. 

Proposing the toast of prosperity to Dublin, 
Alderman F, J. Edmunds, of Waterford, 
said ‘hat the provinces wished Dublin every 
possible prosperity, but they also desired to 
participate in whatever prosperity there 
existed. A considerable amount of money 
was wiaspped up in gas undertakings in the 
country, and this would be so much wasted 
capital if the industrial progress did not 
extend to the provinces. 

Referring to the popularity of the Lord 
Mayor, he mentioned that some days ago 
he met a friend who was anxious to invest 
some money in Dublin Corporation stock, 
and asked if the investment was all right, 
He was told that it was quite all right now 
that “ Alfie ’’ Byrne was back again as Lord 
Mayor. 

The Lord Mayor responding to the toast 
said he hoped there would be continued 
prosperity m Dublin, and that this pros- 
verity would be shared by the provinces. 
t was only when the provinces were pros- 
Bos that this state would be reflected in 

ublin, He felt that there was room in 
many of the big towns for the development 
of industries, ..Since.the-Treaty the two 
Governments that had been in power had 
worked shard for industrial siidée¥s,and it 
Was remarkable that there were more unem- 
ployed than ever before, and at the same 
time there were more people employed than 
ever before. ‘This state of affairs was brought 
about by the rush of people from the country

RAILWAY WAGES 
RESTORATION 


TRIBUNAL’S FINDINGS 
ACCEPTED 


T—— 


After a session 
hours, a delegate 
National Union of Railwaymen in London 
last night decided, by 53 votes to 26, to 
accept the findings of the National Rail- 
way Wages Tribunal. 

At the same time the conference in- 
structed the Executive Committee to obtain 
cancellation of the remaining 14 percent- 
age cut still outstanding, and variations in 
the pay for nght duty and Sunday work, 
as soon as the railway companies’ figures 
for 1936 are available. These figures, it is 
understood, will not be available until 
early next spring. 

The Tribunal had decided that 11 per 
cent. of the 1931 wage cuts should be 
restored, and that the overtime rate should 
be time and a quarter instead of time and 
one-eighth. 

The railwaymen had _ claimed the 
restoration of the 24 per cent, wage reduc- 
tion still outstanding, and the return of 
the old rates of pay for overtime, night- 
work and Sunday: duty. 

The Tribunal’s decisions affect 400,000 
employés, and mean an addition of about 
£1,100,000 to the companies’ wage bill. 
Their award. is to have effect for a year 
from August 16, and will continue there- 
after until modified by agreement or by a 
later decision. 

The National Railway Wages Tribunal 
was set up after the rejection by a delegate 
conference of the N.U.R. of proposals 
which included a restoration of 13 per cent. 
of the cut. These had been put forward 
following negotiations between the Union 
and the companies,

CIVIL WAR 
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HELPING RELIGIOUS 
COMMUNITIES

WV her own clothing being left behind in

of the foreign subjects to be evacuated from 
the city. On her departure she was not 
allowed to take any clothes but those she 
was weanng—a light summer frock and 
coat—and had to borrow her present apparel 
from a friend in London. 


REDS SEEK PRIEST 


Describing the outbreak of the revolution 
in oe Miss Burke said :— 

“Nearly all the foreign residents were on 
holiday away from Barcelona when. the 
trouble started, and we were recalled to the 
city by a radio message from the British 
Consulate. The house in which | was living 
was right opposite a Catholic Church, and 
when the mob came to burn it they appeared 
to think the priest was hiding in our house. 
They surrounded ns and levelled their rifles 
at the windows. A party of them, including 
some women—one of whom was shouting for 
them to hurry up as there were more churches 
to burn—smashed all the religious articles in 
the church and then ‘set fire to it. 

* When we finally confinced the leaders that 
the priest was not in the house, they said 
we could leave, but only by the windows,

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SIXTY-FOUR SEAMEN 
ON STRIKE 
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AT SINGAPORE WITH NO 
FOOD 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
SINGAPORE, Tuesday. 


Sixty-four members of the crew of the 
Dollar Line steamship President Hayes are 
at present aois ‘marooned ' here 
—many of them hungry and penniless— 
following a dispute with the captain. The 
liner was unable to sail at noon to-day 
according to the schedule. 

The trouble began when a fireman, 
refusing to obey orders, was degraded by 
the Master, Captain O. A. Pierson. The 
crew, comprising deck and engine-room 
hands and stewards, thereupon went on 
strike. 

The captain refused to issue rations to 
the strikers, and the men, many of whom 
have no money, appealed to the United 
States Consul for assistance. 

Last night the hungry strikers lined up 
on the wharf. Following representations 
to the captain by the British immigration 
authorities they were allowed to go back 
on board to sleep. To-day the strikers 
marched ashore once again, and again went 
to the Consul to demand food, - 

The captain and officers of thé President 
Hayes have taken the liner out into mid- 
channel, helped by a skeleton Chinese 
crew, 

There has been no disturbance, but 
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lives of their own members, 
members of the community, whom they 
may deem to be offending against their 
code ? 


BLOODSHED AND ANARCHY 


Must it not be obvious to every thinking 
person that, if such a condition of affairs 
was allowed to exist and develop, we would 
have very soon not an ordered peaceful 
society here, but one of bloodshed and 
anarchy?

Miss MacSwiney is liberal with the use 
of the word “spy,” that word, made 
hateful to Irish ears by its association 
with the history of the struggle of this 
nation to free itself from the grip of an 
alien Government, The Government freely 
elected by the votes of the Irish people 
and answerable to the Irish people and 
to the Irish people alone is not an alien 
Government—(cheers)—and as a Govern- 
ment it is charged with the duties which 
Governments in all countries are: charged 
with—it must preserve order and protect 
the citizens. 

The police force here is charged with 
the duties which police forces in all 
countries are charged with—it must seek 
to prevent and detect crime and use the 
means ordinarily employed for that pur- 
pose. Is every police detective to be 
termed a spy? Is anyone who gives him 
information to be called an informer and 
may both be shot at sight? 


ADMIRAI’S MURDER 

It is the duty, I repeat, of the Govern- 
ment and of the pelice force to get, and 
the duty of every good citizen to give, 
such information as will enable crime to 
be prevented. 

And now, having made this matter clear, 
and it being understood, as 1 hope it is, 
that there is no authority outside that of 
the State which has the right to take 
the life of a citizen for any cause— 
(cheers)—I want to say more. Was it as 
a Government agent that the old man, 
Admiral Somerville, was shot? What was 
his crime—that he gave references as to 
character for which he was asked by some 
men who wanted to join the British Navy. 
For what he regarded as a friendly, 
neighbourly act, he was shot dead with- 
out warning. And young Egan. I have 
made inquiries, and I have been definitely 
informed that he was not a police agent,
